TUBERCULOSIS 

7 cases  of  tuberculosis  were  notified,  of  which  4 were 
pulmonary.  There  were  six  deaths  from  pulmonary  tuberculosis. 

The  mobile  X-ray  unit  of  the  Mass  Radiography  Service 
was  unable  to  arrange  a visit  to  the  Cemaes  area  during  its 
tour  of  the  County,  but  a few  volunteers  from  the  Newport  and 
Dinas  district  were  X-rayed  at  Fishguard.  It  is  hoped  that 
more  of  the  area  will  be  surveyed  during  the  next  visit  of  the 
unit .

NATIONAL  ASSISTANCE  ACT  3 1948 

REMOVAL  TO  SUITABLE  PREMISES  OF  PERSONS  IN  NEED  OF  CARE 
AND  ATTENTION 

A number  of  visits  were  made  to  investigate  home  conditions 
in  cases  where  old  people  were  reported  to  be  living  alone,  and 
to  be  in  need  of  care  and  attention. 

It  was  found  possible  to  deal  with  all  cases  by  persuasion, 
with  the  very  able  co-operation  of  the  Welfare  Officer,  without 
impairing  too  gravely  the  sturdy  independence  of  the  aged  rural 
inhabitants. 
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WATER  SUPPLY 
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The  piped  water  supply  is  not  sufficient  for  the  needs 
of  the  area.  Some  of  the  smaller  schemes  provide  water  which 
is  unsatisfactory  in  quality. 

Consent  was  received  following  an  enquiry,  for  the 
Brynberian  scheme.  This  will  replace  unsatisfactory  supplies, 
and  supply  a large  area  now  dependent  on  pumps  and  open  wells.
